Step Singing, and graduation 
are over, the Harpeth Hall 
campus shuts down for the 
summer. The halls are 
deserted and the windows 
boarded up, right? Well, not 
exactly. Over the summer, 
Harpeth Hall will be overrun 
with younger kids participat¬ 
ing in the many summer 
programs held here. 

Among these 
activities is the Vanderbilt 
Summer Treatment Program, 
sponsored by the Vanderbilt 
Department of Pediatrics and 
Department of Child Develop¬ 
ment. Held for children from 
5 to 10 years old who have 
been diagnosed with Attention 
Deficit/Hyperactivity Disorder 
(ADHD), the program 
provides an opportunity both 
for treatment and for research. 

Returning for the 
third year is Time to Rise, an 
academic and cultural arts 
camp for 40 rising fifth and 
sixth grade girls from inner- 



city schools. Ms. Emily Fuller, 
Director of Special Programs at 
Harpeth Hall, said of this 
program, “It is our hope that we 
can help these young women 
begin to develop the skills, self¬ 
esteem, and confidence to live in 
the global community.” Members 
of the Harpeth Hall community 
working in Time to Rise include 
faculty members Elizabeth Salem, 
Ann Blackburn, and Fuller, Val 
Byrd (senior), Katie Jackson 
(junior), and alum Vadie Turner 
(‘95). 

And the list doesn’t end 
there. Harpeth Hall will host 
Driver Training for about 200 
fifteen-year-old. Five- to seven- 
year-olds will be on campus for 
Young Horizons, where they will 
do art projects, creative dramatics, 
and computer activities. Girls 
who are rising third- to sixth-

age group will also be offered 
Adventures in Math and 
Science.

Nothing for child care and 
retirement centers around the 
city. And finally, Ms. Leslie 
Matthews and Ms. Jane Gross 
will offer Dance Workshops 
again this summer.

the old Hall over the summer for 
a quiet walk down memory lane, 
be forewarned: there is much 
afoot at Harpeth Hall this
